By Five Houſe-breakers, with the manner of their Breaking into the Houſe, 
by the Conſedracy of a Maid Servant, Binding and Gaging all the Family, and 
Murthered the Eſquire in a moſt Barbarous manner, carrying off above 300 J. in 
Gold aud Silver.

N Wedneſday Night laſt, being the 25th inſtant, five notorious Vi- 
a lians came to the Houſe of William Webb, Eiq; near Enfield Chaſe 
about Midnight, and by the Treachery of one Jane Kirkham a Maid- 
5 ſervant in the ſaid Houſe, they were let in at a back Door, when 
being no ſooner got into the Houſe, but by this Female Judas's directions the 
immediatly found out the Chamber of the Squire, who notwithſtanding all 
their Silence, was Awake at their entering into the Room, fo that at the fight 
of their Piſtols, and other miſchievous Inſtruments, he ſoon percived what = 
ſort of Viſiters they were, whereupon inſtead of being ſurpriz'd ar their rude 
Intruſton, more Couragiouſly than Adviſedly, ſnatches up a Sword that always 
lay at his Beds-nead, an.i ſtepping out ot Bed in his Shirt, (it being a large 
Chamber) defended himſelf tor a conſiderable time, till at laſt one of them 
getting behind him, Stabb'd him in the Back, and there being three to one,

in Gold Silver, beſides Watches, Rings and other Riches of great value ; hav- 
ing got this great Booty, and deſired Plunder, taking their treacherous Fe- 
male Companion in Iniguity along with them, they march off without any 
Oppoſition, (the Houſe being ſome diſtance from any other) no manner of 
Noiſe could be heard from any of the Neighbouring Houſes, ſo that the two 
Daughters, and th: two Men Servants lay Bound and Gag d in a moit tt ightful 
manner, till next Morning eight of the Clock before any body came to their 
Relief, at u hich time a Chaire- Woman, who us'd to help the Maid to do her 
| Bufineſs, came to the Houſe and Unbound them, very oppertuncly, for kad ſhe 
no! come as ſhe did, one of the young Women had certainly Expired, being 
tum led trom off the Bed between two Trunks with her Head downward, ſo 
that they had much ado to fetch her to Life again, ſhe being fallen into Swoun 
at that very inſtant the old Woman came to her Relief. „„ 
There is great Search made after thoſe notorious Thieves and Murthers, 
and by reaſon the Maid- ſervant is ſo well known in thoſe Parts, having lived in 
that Family for above ſeven Vears together; tis hoped they will ſoon be Diſ- 
covered: All the Fouſebrakers were diſguiſed in Vizard Maſques, ſo that tis 
ſuppoſed maſt of them are Perſons that were Inhabitants in the ſaid Town, by 
reaſon they had fo ſecret a Coreſpondence with the Maid-ſervant, which pro- 
duc d ſuch fatal Conſequenceto the unhappy Gentleman and his whole Family. 
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
